High speed pursuits involve local 
law enforcement in two states 


The Fulton County Sheriff’s 
Office (FCSO) and Hickman 
Police Department (HPD) con¬ 
ducted a Highway Safety Check 
Point at the intersection of St Rt 
125 & 166 (The Y) last weekend. 
At approximately 9:50 p.m. on 
May 2, a late model Ford Mus¬ 
tang (charcoal/gray) in color 
traveling south on St Rt 125 ap¬ 
proached the check point.

Two search warrants, two arrests

City to propose payroll tax increase 
to improve the 2015-16 budget

A half percent raise from 1.5% 
to 2% payroll tax increase was 
discussed on Monday, May 4 
during a budget workshop of the 
Hickman City Commissioners. 
“After a meeting of the finance 
committee we are recommending 
a half percent increase in the 
payroll tax to help fund and 
balance the general fund,” stated 
City Manager Johnny McTurner. 
“We also propose eliminating the 
city sticker fee next year.” 

Raising the payroll tax to two 
percent puts Hickman in line 
with other cities in the area, 
such as Fulton. It would result 
in an increase in revenue of 
approximately $68,000. “If we 
raise the tax we will receive 
approximately $80,000 more 
in revenue and next year if we 


do away with the city sticker, 
we will receive approximately 
$12,000 less,” he explained. 

Commissioner Heath Carlton 
stated he has a hard time raising 
taxes when the city isn’t supplying 
the people with something in 
return, such as better parks and 
services. 

“I agree that the parks need a 
lot of work,” McTurner said. “If 
we raise the tax and work toward 
balancing the general fund, 
maybe we can look into park 
improvements.” 

Currently there is a shortfall 
in the general fund of $158,183 
“We are borrowing money from 
one account to fund another,’ 
added McTurner. “We need to 
stop doing this.” 

The Commission also 
discussed increasing the late 
penalty for those who don’t pay 


their property taxes on time from 
10% to 20%. 

At this time businesses pay an 
occupational tax based on their 
revenue, next year the City plans 
on proposing a schedule of fixed 
fees. “We have only touched on 
this topic,” stated McTurner. “We 
will make a decision next year.” 

If the payroll tax increase goes 
through, an individual making 
$30,000 a year will pay $2.88 
per week more in taxes or almost 
$150 a year (15x the cost of a 
city sticker). 

The Commission will vote on 
this issue within the next couple 
of weeks. It was estimated on 
Monday night that the payroll tax 
hasn’t been increased since quite 
some time. 

Fiscal Court 
approves 
Project 
Green Light 

“Project Green Light” was 
approved by members of the 
Fulton County Fiscal Court 
during a special called meeting 
held on Tuesday, May 5 at 10 
a.m. Following a brief executive 
session Magistrate Billy Nelms, 
Jr., made the motion, with a 
second by Magistrate Henry 
Callison, to allow Fulton County 
Judge/Executive Jim Martin to 
enter into a letter of intent, option 
to purchase certain real estate 
and apply for a Community 
Development Block Grant 
(CDBG). 

Details regarding “Project 
Green Light” and the CDBG were 
not made known on Tuesday, but 
Judge Martin did say, “We have 
been working on this project 
for a couple of months and are 
happy to see it advance this far. 
The project involves confidential 
parties and information and we 
will maintain that confidentiality 
until the planning is complete 
and we have firm agreements. We 
look forward to public disclosure 
of the project when the time is 
right.”

Port still in search of a crane

Hours and hours of research 
have been spent by Hickman 
Riverport Director Greg Curlin as 
he and the board of directors look 
to invest hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in the best crane for 
the port located in the still water 
Elvis J. Stahr Harbor. 

The current crane, taken out of 
operation in November 2014, is 
outdated, but its specifications fit 
the area in which it is currently 
located. Curlin and the Riverport 
board are wanting to purchase 
a bigger crane that can handle 
larger loads for the harbor but 
installing a larger crane creates 
numerous obstacles that must 
be overcome first. Finding the 
right size crane to fit on the 
existing crane bridge or a new 


location for a larger crane are the 
first priorities. The expense of a 
newer and larger crane also must 
be considered while Curlin and 
the board continue to look for a 
crane that is the best fit for their 
operation. In March the local 
port moved 17 grain barges. 
“Two of our barges containing 
steel were unloaded for us by 
Riverfront Limestone,” added 
Keleia McCloud as she discussed 
the March operating report with 
the board on Tuesday, April 28. 

Following the approval of 
the report, Curlin discussed 
his recent findings regarding a 
3900 model Manitowoc located 
in Portsmouth, Virginia. Curlin 
recently made a trip to Portsmouth 
with H & E Equipment to see 
the crane in operation. “I liked 
everything about it including the 


Viacon control system and it did 
a good job doing the clamshell 
bucket work,” stated Curlin. 
“The crane is a pedestal mount 
like ours and was completely 
rebuilt from the frame up in early 
2014 and may be available to 
purchase by the 1st of June. They 
are estimating the purchase price 
around $850,000. The purchase 
price for this crane would not 
include taking it down, shipping 
it to Hickman, and installing it 
at the port. We estimate that the 
additional costs could increase 
the price to over $1 million,” 
added Curlin. Director Curlin 
also has looked at a 3900 model 
Manitowoc in Illinois. The 
crane in Illinois also meets their 
specifications and if refurbished

Fulton County Superintendent 
Aaron Collins; Fulton Indepen¬ 
dent Superintendent Tamara 
Smith; and Mary Anne Medlock, 
PADD Work Ready Advisor. 

Dianne Owen, Fulton County 
Schools’ Academic Coach and 
Four River’s Scholarship Foun¬ 
dation Director, will serve as 
the County Deader coordinating 
the planning, development, and 
submission of the Fulton County 
application. Fulton County com¬ 
munity, education, and business 
leaders will be asked to serve on 
sub-committees that will provide 
input into developing the plan 
to get Fulton County deemed 
a Work Ready Community in 
Progress. 

“There is a great deal of work 
to be done to complete the appli¬ 
cation, but with everyone work¬ 
ing together, I think it will be a 
great opportunity for us to get 
future employees ready for the 
jobs that will be available in Ful¬ 
ton County and the Four River’s 
region,” stated Owen.

Currently, 100% of the seniors at 
Fulton County High School have 
already taken the test and Fulton 
City plans to give it to their stu¬ 
dents next week. 

Fulton County plans to submit 
their application in mid-Septem¬ 
ber. Application for the certifica¬ 
tion will be reviewed by a panel 
appointed by the KWIP. County 
leaders will also have the oppor¬ 
tunity to make a brief presenta¬ 
tion and answer questions posed 
by the panel. 

Hickman and Carlisle coun¬ 
ties are working on applications, 
as well. If all three applications 
are accepted, the three counties 
would be known as a regional 
“Work Ready In Progress Area.”

or rebuilt it could meet our 
expectations. “We have been 
looking at cranes manufactured 
in the United States, because 
we would like to apply for a 
Tiger grant to help with the 
expense,” added Curlin. Tiger 
grant applications encourage 
equipment purchased with 
federal funds be manufactured in 
the United States. 

Curlin pointed out that the 
crane recently purchased by 
the Paducah Riverport was not 
American made. “They had to 
finance it themselves,” he said. 
This is a big problem because 


most port and harbor cranes are 
all made outside of the United 
States. 

Curlin also discussed pending 
repairs to the former Eagle 
Building, currently being leased 
by Riverine Fisheries, LLC and 
the building being leased by Pipe 
Plus. 

The Port board went into 
closed session pursuant to KRS 
61.810 (1), (b), (g) to discuss 
business and property. Closed 
session ended at 8 p.m., with no 
votes or action taken.

Tourism economic impact in Kentucky 
reaches $13.1 billion in 2014 


Wellness coach Tooley practices what she preaches 


Increase of 4.4 percent from 
previous year 

The economic impact of 
tourism in Kentucky amounted 
to nearly $13.1 billion in 
2014, Governor Steve Beshear 
announced today. The figure is a 
4.4 percent increase from 2013. 

“The economic impact 
from tourism in Kentucky has 
increased by more than $2.2 
billion and 13,000 jobs over 
the last five years,” Beshear 
said. “That translates to more 
spending and jobs in small and 
large communities across the 
state. I’m proud that our work 
with the tourism industry has 
been so successful.” 

The release of the figures 
coincides with National Travel 
and Tourism Week, celebrated 
May 2-10 this year. This is the 
first time the tourism impact 
figure has exceeded $13 billion. 

All nine tourism regions of the 
state reported increased tourist 
spending for 2014. 

The annual survey also showed 
that tourism supported 179,963 
jobs in Kentucky in 2014 - an 
increase of 4,217 jobs from 
the previous year. These jobs 
generated more than $2.9 billion 
in wages for Kentucky workers, 
an increase of nearly $ 123 million 
from the previous year. 

Tourism generated $1.37 
billion in tax revenues for local 


and state governments in 2014, 
an increase from $1.31 billion in 
2013. 

“It’s great news that tourism 
spending is up in rural and urban 
areas all across the state,” said Bob 
Stewart, secretary of the Tourism, 
Arts and Heritage Cabinet. “The 
growing impact of Kentucky’s 
tourism industry continues to 
fuel economic activity all over 
the Commonwealth, and that’s 
a great sign for our overall 
economic vitality.” 

“The 2014 numbers clearly 
show that our industry’s work 
and advertising efforts are 
reaching potential visitors 
and driving traffic to the 
Commonwealth,” said Michael 
Mangeot, commissioner of 
the Department of Travel and 
Tourism. “Kentucky competes 
with destinations worldwide, 
and advertising plays a vital role 
in allowing us to showcase the 
authentic opportunities that set 
us apart with travelers.”

Making a positive contribution 
to the lives of others is why Amie 
Tooley became a LTL health 
and wellness coach. “What I 
enjoy about being a coach is the 
satisfaction that I receive knowing 
that I helped contribute to the health 
and wellness of others,” she said. 

Before Tooley became a coach, 
she watched as a friend of a friend on 
Facebook was making a difference 
in other people’s lives. “That friend 
was a coat and people were posting 
on her wall each Monday with 
amazing losses,” added Tooley. 

Losses Tooley is talking about 
were more than just pounds, but 
also inches as their percentage of 
body fat was decreasing. “They 
shared how many inches they were 
losing and how their hydration was 
increasing,” explained Tooley. “I 
watched on for a few weeks and 
then asked for more information.” 

The investment required to begin 
her own transformation made 
Tooley slightly hesitant, but as she 
continued to watch and see what 
was happening week after week to 
those who were not only sharing 
with losses, but also their non-scale 
victories she decided she had to 
take the plunge. “I decided it was 
time to invest in my health,” Tooley 
said with conviction. 

On June 16, 2014, Tooley made 
her first post on her Facebook 
wall about her lifestyle change. “I

followed what my coach had taught 
me to the letter and in that first week 
I lost 12 pounds and six inches!” 
she exclaimed. “The second week, 
I maintained my loss of 12 pounds 
and lost 6.5 additional inches.” 

When you remove 12.5 inches 
from your body you begin to see a 
change in yourself. “My clothes fit 
much differently than they did just 
two weeks before!” she added. 

At the end of three weeks Tooley 
shed over 17 pounds and 16 inches. 
“My energy level was through the 
roof and I was already down a 
clothing size,” she said excitedly 
looking back. “I knew this was 
something I wanted to share with 
others.” 

That is when Tooley went from 
being not only a participant in LTL, 
but also an LTL coach. Since then 
she has led over 100 others to make 
changes to their lifestyles, as well. 
People like Eric Lewis, who has 
now lost a total of 24 pounds and 
26 inches in five weeks. 

When Tooley becomes their LTL 
coach she can share her experience, 
firsthand on how having some 
accountability by making weekly 
Facebook posts can motivate 
people. “No longer was it just my 
coach who had expectations of 
me, but my friends and family did, 
too!” explained Tooley. “I began 
posting how I was eating, how I 
was exercising, and the positive 
changes that were resulting from 
those healthy lifestyle changes. 
People began to expect different 
from me and I held myself up to 
their expectations.” 

Tooley’s son was beginning to see 
the transformation in her. After the 


first month he didn’t recognize her 
from a distance. “He thought I was 
a ‘skinny man,”’ she said. “I have 
to tell you, when you’re obese and 
someone refers to you as ‘skinny,’ 
gender becomes irrelevant.” 

What was happening to Tooley 
is that she came to the realization 
that she was now in control. “So 
many of us feel like we don’t and 
this program has shown me that 
I did,” she continued. “I became 
more active and broadened my 
range of activities to walking trails 
and bike riding. It was no longer a 
‘requirement,’ rather a desire!” 

Others began to join Tooley. 
She did more with her friends and 
more importantly, her family. “My 
husband and my children began 
joining me in my lifestyle...or 
maybe I should say I began joining 
them,” she noted. “Instead of being 
the wife/mother who’d rather spend 
my evenings and weekends on the 
couch, I found myself wanting to 
stay more active and spending much 
more quality time with them.” 

Increased energy levels allowed 
Tooley to help with yard work, ride 
bikes, play basketball, and take 
walks around the neighborhood. 

“I experienced numerous 
personal non-scale victories, 
as well,” she said. “Things like 
wrapping a regular-sized towel all 
the way around me, cutting my 
blood pressure medication in half 
and eventually cutting it out all 
together, wearing a size medium 
shirt, going down four pant sizes, 
taking a ride on my husband’s back, 
having my wedding ring re-sized, 
and more. Those types of victories 
are better than any number on a 


scale.” 

As Tooley’s lifestyle changed, 
she also saw a transformation in 
her own family, too. “I became a 
role model for my family,” Tooley 
realized. “My daughter eats more 
fruits and vegetables than most 
kids do. My youngest son is 
counting down the days until he’s 
old enough to join the gym with 
us, and my oldest son has written 
a paper for school about unhealthy 
eating habits.” 

THAT ’ S what keeps Tooley going 
on the days that she wants to stop. 
“I”m changing the next generation 
of my family,” she stated. 

Just knowing there were people 
out there watching, and still are 
checking up on you, makes a 
difference. “They want you to be 
successful and knowing that is part 
of the battle,” pointed out Tooley. 
“Having the opportunity to say to 
someone else, ‘I can’t figure out 
how to do X, Y and Z,’ and receive 
a helpful response, helps remove 
some of the barriers that prevent us 
from focusing on ourselves.”
